H protects the ground against deep freezing an< 
is {he-best_sorl;of insurance for the hay aiid winter grain crops 
It renders old';biiildiugs.wanner by keeping out the wind, ant 
in (he hilly'and mountainous districts snow is very valuable ii 
wood and logging operations, making it possible lo go will 
sleds and sleighs .where it would be utterly impossible lo go 
with wagons. And even on the highways sleighing is bettci 
thaii wheeling in (he winter season, as all will testify who have 
occasion (o drive teams during the cold months. 


In (he regions .where there usually is sleighing in winler 


business is always stimulated by the coining of snow. Farm- 
ers and their families like to drive lo town over good snow 
roads.'rtnd when they go to town they always distribute money 
among the merchants. Social events, particularly in the rura 
regions, multiply with the coming of sleighing and life gener- 
ally is as much "snappier" as (he weather is.
